WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Disability 


Pension bill, introduced in the House yes- 
terday by Mr Matson, is a substitute for 
a number of bills on the same subject

authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
adjudicate all pension claims on account 
of disabilities or injuries incurred since 
March 4, 1861, filed on and after July 1, 
1880, 
und up to the date of the passage of 


th« bill, ulso directing the Secretary to 
roadjudloatB all such claims as have been 
allowed or filed, as if they had been filed 
prior lo July 1,1880 The accompanying 
report concludes as follows.

•pprotfantlnK the coat of this legislation, and 
for tbe preient venture tho awertlon that 11 
will not exceed two hundred and fifty million

pam bravely, and does not indulge in 
needless worrying The rumors that he 
asked the chaplain to pray for his release 
from his sufferings, and that he longed 
for death, were untrue.

he is dying He do -s not suffer from

Profit in Tomatoes. 


There are only twelve canning factories 


in the big state of Illinois. Two of these 
are at Hoopenton, Vermilion county, one 
of them having a capacity of 60,000 cans 
per day, and it used last year 1,350 acres 
of corn. The Olney Republican has ob- 
tained of Prof. B. T. Fry, who is branch- 
ing out in the fruit business, some idea 
of the results of the fruit and vegetable 
production. 
An acre contains 44,660 


square feet. Tomato plants set in rows 
four feet apart, and two feet apart in the 
row, 
would allow eight square feet to 


each plant. This, divided into 44,660, 
shows that 4,445 plants will grow on one 
acre. A very low estimate to the plants 
would be one gallon, or one-eighth of a 
bushel. At this rate 681 bushels can be 
grown on one acre. This crop tit 60c per 
bushel is worth over $340.

recovery: 


BEBLIN, May 12.—The Emperor ha» 


•gain passed a good day. The baseless 
reports circulated this afternoon that 
there had been a recurrence of the inflam- 
mation, caused general excitement, till 
the results of Inquiries at the palace wer* 
published. The official news concerning 
his condition is not entirely trustworthy,• 
as the doctors join in the concealment of 
the worst phases of his malady, and lii 
making the best of any change for th« 
better. But reliable Information that baa 
been indirecty obtained tends toward the 
hope that the Emperor.'s life will be pro- 
louged beyond the recent expectations. 
A favorable symptom is his increasing 
strength. 
To-day his efforts to walk 


about the room were fairly successful, 
A week ago he could not move his limbs. 
Now, 
with slight assistance, he is able to 


take an occasional turn up and down the 
room. His fever in the morning is very 
slight, but increases toward night His 
sleepfulness continues, though frequently 
broken, he enjoys intervals of repose deep 
and refreshing. 
His breathing is novr 


seldom labored. The Empress visits his 
bedside every morning, awaits his .wak- 
ing and remains until the doctors assem- 
ble for consultation, when she withdraws 
to meet her daughters to go oat riding. 
The regular medical counsel now consists 
of Drs. Mackenzie, Wagner, 
Krause,
